It may no longer be aaid that John 


W. Gates and his fellow millionaires 
from tlie w«st are devoid of sentiment 
and the niitr filings or that they arv 
not possessed of gratitude.

which must be of the good old home- 
made variety. 


Mr. Gates prides himself on being a 


good judge of pie. as he is of other 
things. He knows good pie when be 
tastes it. and be is ready to reward 
the maker. 
A check was recently 


drawn for a sum that represents a 
small fortune, and it was in payment 
for two pies.

During the days when the Xew 
York stock market seemed to have 
gone crazy Mr. Harris' office was oc- 
cupied every afternoon by a number 
of gentlemen from the west whose in- 
terests were common. Employed tftre 
then was JL E- Kane, a telegraph op- 
erator. whose duty it was to keep a 
close watch of the aiarket and post the 
speculators on every turn. When the 
excitement -was at its height. Kane 
was told to take his luncheon at the 
Waldorf-Astoria and hare it charged 
to his employer, who was desirous that 
be should be oat of the office a.a short 
a time as possible. 


No offense is meant to any person 


when it is said that Mr. Kane found 
the food provided for him by "Oscar" a 
trifle too rich for his digestion, so be 
arranged to have a luncheon sent to 
him from his home.

In spite of the great pi-ogives iu »*• 


trouoiuical apparatus illustrated in tlw 
massive telescope* set in their rt-volr- 
ing domes or the big routtiug battene* 
of camera* by oieaiw of which tbe 
heavens are being constantly photo- 
graphed, amateur observers all over 
the world, chough armed only with a 
pair of opera glaaaes and tbe simplest 
photographic apparatus, have beeu iu- 
rited by Professor E. C. Pickering of 
the Harvard observatory to assist in 
the solution of an astronomical prob- 
lem of the first importance. 


It appears that Dr. T. Schwab of II- 


meuau. Prussia, has discovered a vari- 
able star which promises to keep as- 
tronomers occupied for some time to 
come acd which is known as the 
"Schwab Variable." 
Variable stars, 


which are also known as binary stars, 
represent two bodies revolving around 
each other, and whether these two bod- 
ies are both bright or whether one is 
dark, as in the so called Algol type, 
the periods between their greatest and 
least light are nowadays accurately 
computed and foretold. 


When Dr. Schwab discovered the va- 


riable star which bears bis name, he 
figured out that it bad a period of sev- 
enteen days from one minimum, or 
•-time of least light." to another, but 
observations by Professor Wendell of 
Harvard observatory brought out the 
fact that the star did not always con- 
form to this period. Furthermore, it 
was discovered by reference to the 
great collection of star photographs at 
Cambridge, that there were IttS nega- 
tives upon which this particular varia- 
ble could be found, and a careful study 
of these plates showed not only an ine- 
quality in the length of the period from 
one minimum to another, but sudden 
changes in brightness which might in- 
dicate that the variable was formed 
not by two bodies revolving around one 
another, but by three. 


If this suggestion is true. Professor 


Pickering says this star is likely to 
prove one of the most interesting in the 
whole sky. Professor Pickering has 
called upon observers all over the 
world to help keep a continuous watch 
upon the phenomenon so that no "nun- 
Una" may be missed, the chief point 
desired being merely the time when 
the star appears faintest as judged by 
a daily comparison with nearby stars 
of recognized brightness. Just now Dr. 
Schwab's variable sets hi the extreme 
west soon after sunset and rises in the 
northeast just before sunrise. 


If tbe tabulation of all tbe observa- 


tions made this year sbonld show that 
this variable is composed of three re- 
Tolring bodies instead of two, that dis- 
covery may be an important step to- 
ward the solution of a great problem 
of higher mathematics—namely, the re- 
lation of three bodies in space.
